WASHINGTON 


It is cow taken as common knowl- 


edge that a widening and deepening of 
certain parts of the -waterway, natural 
and artificial, that connects the Great

OBSTRUCTIONS TO DISARMAMENT 


The extent to which selfish industrial 


and political interests may be opposing 
reductions in world armaments, is con- 
jectural. That an international armament 
system is exerting considerable pressure 
to overcome the growing demand among 
world masses for disarmament is unques- 
tioned. 


International trade in arms is big busi- * 


ness. People who had hoped to make 
Europe safe from war and the "world safe 
for democracy'' now find 
themselves 


faced with armaments far greater than 
before the World war. 


Authentic disclosures are revealing that 


in, certain countries the arms industrv, 
through control of newspapers, is spread- 
ing the propaganda of fear and distrust, 
keeping alive the demand'for armaments. 


Information on the practices of arms 


makers during the great war indicates 
the extremes to which selfishness may go 
in a careless disregard of national inter- 
ests. Private business in war material 
often supplied the enemy with the means 
of carrying on warfare. 


For example, France imported through 


Switzerland 
German magnetos which 


were superior to those of French manu- 
facture. From France to Germany, also 
through Swiss intermediaries, went alu- 
minum for zeppelins and much carbide 
and cyanamide for explosives. 


At the battle of Skagerrak the British 


fleet used gunsights that were only six 
months out of German factories and Ger- 
man soldiers often found themselves en- 
tangled in barbed wire that had been 
exported by Germany to neutral countries 
only two months before. 


Such instances can be cited almost ad 


infmitum. Even in our own relations to 
disarmament we have the picture of Wil- 
liam B. Shearer in attendance at the Ge- 
neva conference of 1927, actively lobbying 
in behalf of certain shipbuilding interests, 
and to whom goes much of the credit 
for the breakdown of that conference. 


Such instances reveal the vast web 


of manufacturing and financial interests 
operating internationally with surprising 
indifference to national welfare—a pow- 
erful system for continued armaments 
which world opinion must subdue before 
any substantial progress can be made 
toward disarmament

"With regard to the sale and man- 
ufacture of intoxicating beverages, 
the Republican party will stand for 
the enforcement of the constitution 
of the United States as it shall be 
declared by the supreme court." 


The Democratic platform of 1920 
failed to mention the subject at all, 
although it did go out of its way to 
congratulate the state legislatures — 
35 of them, at that moment — which ' 
had ratified the 19th amendment, , 
granting the vote to women. 


Minor Campaign Issue 
i 
In the campaign, Warren G. Hard- | 
ing was popularly supposed to be \ 
dry — he had voted for the amend- \ 
ment — and James M. Cox was sim- i 
ilarly classed as a wet; but it made 
little difference, the League of Na- 
tions and general 
dissatisfaction 
with the war were the only is- 
sues, and prohibition played prac- 
tically no "part at all in the com- 
paign. 
As far as Congress was concern- 


ed, 1920 passed with prohibition get- 
ting very little attention. Congress 
appropriated the money It was ask- 
ed* for to enforce the amendment — 
it took 54,575,000 that year— and vot- 
ed down a very half-hearted 
at- 
tempt to repeal the Volstead act 
That was alL 
During succeeding years Congress 
passed sundry laws to tighten up 
deportation of alien bootleggers, 
laws restricting the amount of med- 
icinal lujuor a doctor could pre- 
scribe, and so on— but in no case 
was the division along party lines. 
The handful of wets present came 
from both parties. 


The Republican platform in 1924 
treated prohibition even more light- 
ly than "that of 1920. The amend- 
ment was nowhere referred to by 
name. Two brief paragraphs 
de- 


manded respect for laws, asserted 
that violations of the law "threat- 
en government itself' and pledged 
the party to enforce the constitu- 
tion and all laws. 
In the Democratic party prohi- 
bition tried valiently to emerge as 
a party issue, and what happened 
at the Madison Square Garden con- 
vention is still remembered. The 
two chief candidates were Alfred E. 
Smith, wet, and William G. Mc- 
Adoo, dry. After 103 ballots, the 
convention found itself unable to 
agree on either, and nominated 
John W. Davis. 
The Democratic platform that 
year had this to say on prohibition: 
"The Republican administration 
has failed to enforce the prohibition 
law, is guilty of trafficking in li- 
quor permits and has become the 
orotector of the violators of this 
law. The Democratic party pledg- 
es itself to respect and enforce the 
cor^titution and all laws "'

Through the next four years Con- 
gress continued to handle prohibi- 
tion matters on what: amoiirrec to 
a non-partisan, basis.
